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Is It was reported in Berlin -Lichtenberg that when SED house wardens etruck 
in protest against the withdrawal of Ration Card 2, the local Soviet com- 
mandant promised a bonus consisting of a dozen cans of page tables , two 
pairs of stockings,, one pair of gloves, one pair of work shoes, and three 
meters of cloth. The wardens objected to this "charity" and demanded food, 
materials, etc. Nothing was delivered up to 3 July 1947.

The demands of the wardens are based on a consciousness of their importance. 
The SED plans to train the wardens specially so that they may constitute 
a political elite or a cadre of political activists. An orientation meeting 
for Berlin -Lichtenberg was held at the Friedrichsfelde Party headquarters on 
2 July 1947, and similar sessions were planned for other districts.
